WHITE HOUSE, 
Washington, Nov 26, 1902. 

My Dear Sir: I am in receipt 
of your letter of Nov. 10, and of one 
from Mr. ——, under date of November 
11. in reference to the appointment of 
Dr. Crum as Collector of the Port of 
Charleston. 

In your letter you make certain spe- 
cific charges against Dr. Crum, tend- 
ing to show his unfitness in several re- 
spects for the office sought. These 
charges are entitled to the utmost con- 
sideration from me, and I shall go over 
them carefully before taking any ac- 
tion. After making these charges, you 
add as further reason for opposition to 
him that he is a colored man, and af- 
ter reciting the misdeeds that followed 
carpet-bag rule and negro domination 
in South Carolina, you say that “we 
have sworn never again jo submit to 
the rule of the African, and such an 
appointment as that of Dr. Crum to 
any such office forces us to protest 
unanimously —- this insult to the

Mr. — puts the obligation of color 
first, saying. that. first, he is a col- 
ored man, and that of itself ought to 
bar him from the office. In view of 
these last statements, I think I ought 
to make it clear to you why I am con- 
cerned and pained by your making 
them, and what my altitude is as re- 
ga all such appointments. How any 

could have gained the idea that 4 

sald I would not appoint reputable 
and upright colored men to office. when 
objection was made to them solely on 
their color, I confess | am wnable to 
understand. At the time of my visit 
to Charieston, last spring, I had made 
and since that time 1 have made, a 
number of such appointments from sev- 
eral States in which there is a consid- 
erable colored population. For exam- 
ple, I made one such appointment in 
Mississippi and another in Alabama 
shortiy before my visit te Charleston. 
I had at that time appointed two col- 
ored men as judicial magistrates in the 
District of Columbia. I have recently 
announced another such appointment 
for New Orleans, and have just made 
one from Pennsylvania. 


ibe interest of — of samples of American u. n- 


ments in every State have been of 
white men. North and South alike, it 
has been my endeaver to appoint only 
men of high character , and good ca- 
pacity, whether white or black. But 
it is, and should be, my consistent 
policy in every State where their num- 
bers warranted it, to recognize colored 
men of good repute and standing in 
making appointments to office. These 
appointments of colored men have in 
no State made more than a small pro- 
portion of the total number of ap- 
pointments. I am unable to see how 
I can legitimately be asked to make 
an exception for South Carolina. In 
South Carolina, to the four most im- 
portant positions in the State, I have 
appointed three men, and continued in 
office a fourth, all of them white men, 
three of them originally gold Demo- 
crats, two of them, as I am in- 
formed, the sons of Confederate sol- 
diers. I have been informed by the 
citizens of Charleston whom 1 have 
-met that these four men represent a 
high grade of public service. 

I do not intend to appoint any unfit 
men to office. So far as I legitimately 
can, I shall always endeavor to pay 
regard to the wishes and feelings of 
the people of each locality, but I can- 
not consent to take the position that 
the door of hope, the door of oppor- 
tunity is to be shut upon any good 
man, no matter how worthy, purely 
upon the grounds of race or color. 
Such an -**itude would, according to 
my convictions, be fundamentally 
wrony If, as you hold, the general 
bulk of the colored people are not yet 
fit, in point of character and influence, 
to hold such positions, it seems to me 
that it is worth while putting 4 pre- 
mium upon the effort among them to 
achieve the character and standing 
which will fit them. 

The question of negro domination 
does not enter into the matter at ail. 
It might as well be asserted that when 
I was Governor of New York, I sought 
to bring about negro domination in 
that State because I appointed two 
colored men of good character and 
standing to responsible positions, one 
of them to a position paying a salary 
twice as large as that paid in the 
office under consideration; one of them, 
as director of the Buffalo Exposition. 
The question raised by you and Mr. 
— in the statements to which I re- 
fer is simply whether it is to be de- 
clared that under no circumstances 
shall any man of color, no matter how 
upright and honest, no matter how 
good a citizen, no matter how fair in 
his dealings with all his fellows, be 
permitted to hold any office under our 
government. I certainiy cannot as- 
sume such an attitude, and you must 
permit me to say that, In my view, it 
is an attitude no man should assume, 
whether he looks at it from the stand- 


other section of the Union. It seems 
to me that it ie a good thing from 
every standpoint to ket the colored 
man know that if he shows in a 
marked degree the qualities of good 
citizenship—the qualities Which in «a 
white man we feel are entitied to re- 
ward, then he will not be cut off from 
all hope of similar reward. 

Without regard as to what my de- 
cision may be on the merits of this 
particular applicant for this particular 
ace, I feel that I ought to let you 
know clearly my attitude on the far 
breader question raised by you and 
Mr. ~——; an attitude from which I 
have not varied during my term of 
office. |

BIG APPROPRIATION BILLS. 
WILL TAFE CONGRESS’ TIME. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE THE TIMES! 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 
Dispatch] Senator Hale was among 
those who talked with the President 
today. The Senator thinks there will 
be very little general legislation at the 

coming session. 

The great appropriation bills. said 
he. “which now approximate nearly a 
billion dollars, will occupy most of the 
time of Congrets. Possibly some 
amendments of the existing law touch. 
ing trusts, increasing the juriediction 
of the general government, may be 
passed, but aside from this, I do not 
look for much new general legislation, 
nor does the country need it,” 

With regard to the tariff, Hale ex- 
pressed the belief that nothing wou'd 
be done, either at the coming session 
or by the Ffifty-eighth Congress. 

“Neither this winter nor the next, 
nor the winter thereafter,” ssid he, 
“unless Congress lores its head, will 
any revision of the tariff be made. The 
results of the Dingley teriff act have 
been so generally happy that it is dif- 
ficult to understand the cry which is 
set up in certain quarters not by peo- 
ple generally. in favor of revision. 

“The Dinslex act has given the peo- 
ple of the United States more revenue. 
more business. more trade and more 
prosperity than any bill ever enacted. 
The people understand this, and the 
late elections show that, with certain 
exceptions, entire content exists under 
the present conditions. It would be the 
height of folly now to try to disturb 
these conditions. 

“Free traders. including almost all 
Democratic leaders, and uneasy, weak 
kneed Republicans, who are howling 
for revision and reciprocity woull do 
well to take notice of what will hap- 
pen, provided they get their way. It 
is absolutely safe to say that no tariff 
revision can take place except at the 
end of the long resrion, after a bitter 
and protracted fight. which in itself, 
will disturb nearly all and destroy 
some of our industries,” 


INDIAN SCHOOL AFFAIRS. 
THE RACE IMPROVING.

WASHINGTON, Nev. 27. — Estelle 
Reel, superintendent of Indian Schools, 
has submitted her annual report to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs. She 
notes a marked increase of industrial 
training and says that the course of 
study proscribed has materially as- 
sisted Indian youth in learning agri- 
culture as 4 means of self-support, 
while the girls have benefited by the 
class-room curriculum which fits them 
for the duties and responsibilities of 
the home. 

The outing system and the systematic 
transfer of pupils is strongly recom- 
mended. A plea is made for improved 
and beiter-equipped day schools. these 
latter giving way to district schools, 
attended by both races. The enrollment 
In 1902 was 23,610.

Asquith Draws the Humorous 
Fire ef Ambassador. 


Stars and Strips Make Rome 
Look Celebration 
in Paris.

ONDON, Nov. 27.—{By Atlantic Ca- 

ble] Nearly 500 Americang and a 

sprinkling of distinguished English- 
men and women participated in jhe 
annual Thanksgiving dinner, held at 
the Cecil Hotel tonight under the aus- 
pices of the American Society in Lon- 
don. The company included Am- 
bassador Choate and Mrs. Choate, all 
the members of the embassy staff now 
here, Robert McCormick, American 
Ambassador to Russia; Consul-General 
Evans, Rt. Hon. H. H. Asquith, Lord 
Reay, Lord Fairfax (the American 
pear,) Field Marsha! Lord Roberts and 
Sir Henry Norman. The speeches were 
numerous, and abounded in good feel- 
ing and reciprocal compliments. Toasts 
in honor of King Edward and of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt were drunk with equal 
enthusiasm. 

Mr. Asquith, proposing the healih of 
Ambassador Choate, jokingly alluded to 
the “dreaded American invasion,” and 
then referred to the long line of dis- 
tinguished Ministers and Ambassadors 
that the United States had sent to 
England. each of whom, he said, had 
largely contributed to the present 


happy relations of the two nations, and 


is one ‘combine which meets the ap- 
proval of thé peoples of both nations; 
that is, the Atlantic combine, which is 
now existing. and which unites the 
people of both countries. America finds 
herself now the happy recipient of good 
will from all nations. Columbia finds 
herse?f in the enviable but embarrassing 
position of having suitors from an 
countries in the world: but. ladies and 
gentiemen, Columbia does not mean to 
give herself away: she means, like 
your great Queen Elizabeth, to main- 
tain her independence to the end. At 
the same time, it cannot but be con- 
ceded that she best understands the 
overtures from her kindred, from 
those of her own race and tongue.” 

Referring to the origin of Thank 
giving Day. Mr. Choate eloquently al- 
luded to PresiJent Roosevelt, who, he 
said, was so strong. brave and true 
that he might himself have been the 
leading spirit of the Mayflower. It 
was his influence and example, con- 
tinued Mr. Choate that was responsible 
for the interest that young Americans 
were showing in politics, and the vigor, 
courage and human sympathy with 
which Mr. Rocsevelt brought the coal 
strike to a successful outcome, won 
the admiration of all eS in the 
world.

The other churches held a united 
service, Bishop Grent delivered an ad- 
dress, Rev. G. Pentecost reciting the 
prayer. Gov. Taft and a majority of 
the American colony attended. In the 
course of his address Bishop Brent 
said he had opposed the United States’ 
assumption of responsibility in the 
Philippine Islands, but he added, now 
we must return and face our duty.

The increase in postal revenues not 
only atteste the wonderful prosperity 
of the people and the activity of busi- 
ness interests throughout the country, 
bu; also indicates that the extension 
of postal facilities carefully directed 
results sooner or later in increased re- 
ceipts and diminished deficits. With 
nal growth of population and 
favoring conditions, the mail 
ured into the postoffices has 
Iped to lessen the percentage 
of deficiencies. Despite largely-in- 
creased expenditures, the revenues 
gradually approximate the expenses 
after each added outlay has marked a 
new standard. 

Deficita in the postal service are not 
to be viewed with apprehension. It is 
the „ whenever the postal re- 
ceipts exceed or come near the expend- 
itures, to extend postal facilities and 
chea the cost of the service to the 

. The receipts in 1882 indicated 
such a healthy condition of the postal 
revenues and expenditures as to in- 
duce Congress to distribute the bene-

Rates of tage on first, second, third 
and fourth-class matter, have been re- 
duced, yet with all these additions 
to the burden of the mails the signifi- 
eant fact remains that the deficiencies 
in recurring periods have grown 
emalier in their percentage relation to 
the revenues. 

PAY AND HOURS OF CLERKS. 

Efforts have been made in the past, 
and are now being made to better, 
wherever possibie, the condition of 
postal employés. This is especially so 
in the case of clerks in postoffices. 
There were upward of 12,000 clerks pro- 
moted July 1 last, the aggregate allow 
ance for promotions being “bout 
$1,200,000. Fully 11,000 of these promo- 
tions were of clerks who received ies 
than $1000 per annum. Recognition in 
this respect was given clerks who had 
been not less than one yea: in the 
service, and who demonstrated by their 

tency and work that they were en- 
titled to pramotion. 

The work hours of clerks in the 
larger postoffices weie giso reduced, to 
as not to average more than eight 
hours a day. To enable there large 
postoffices to bring the time of clerks 
within eight hours, additional clerks 
were granted. These clerks have been 
materially benefited by the increase tn 
their salaries and the diminution of 
their hours of labor. In dealing with 
this or any other subject concerning 
the postal service, the department must 
take into consideration the entire 
posta] ficld, having in mind the serv- 
ice and its requirements, and should 
confine the expenditures as near as 
possible within the limits of the e- 
nues, so that the service will n be- 
come a serious burden to the people. 

RURAL FREE DELIVERY. 

Rural free delivery service has be- 
come an established fact. It is no 
longer in the experimental stage, an 
undoubtedly Congress will continue to 
increase the appropriation for this 
service until all the people of the coun- 
try are reached where it is thickly 
enough settled to Warrant it. The esti- 
mates of the department are to the ef- 
fect that the available territory for 
this service embraces about 1,000,000 
equare miles, or one-third of the coun- 
ry's area, exclusive of Alaska. The 

650 routes now in operation cover 
about one-third of the available terri- 
tery. From this it wil! be seen tha: 
Will require 27.000 employés addi- 
Vong to those new in the service to 
cover this territory. If Congress sha! 
make the necesary appropriations, it 
is believed that within the next three 
years the extension of the service will 
have been completed. 

With the carrier's salary fixed at $690 
per annum, the annual gross cost of 
the completed rural free-delivery serv- 
ice will approximate $24,000,000. After 
the service has been completed, thi« 
increase ought not to exceed annuaily 
to 10 per cent, or in about the 
same proportion as obtains in other 
branches of the service. The people 
ere demanding the service with in. 
patient earnestness, and this demand is 
being vigorously supported by 


their 


Representatives in Congrese. The 
rapid extension of the service will, of 
course, increase the deficits during the 
next three years, After it is compieted, 


the revenues will quickly feel the ef- 


fect of its establishment, 
ever deck may be occasioned will 
gradually disappear.

lief that the revenues in the rural dis- 
tricts will increase fivetold ovet what 
they have been under the c tions 
heretofore prevalling. 

The department is unable, even with 
the liberal appropriation made by the 
Congress, to meet the pressing and jus- 
tifiable demands for the service. In 
fact, the appropriation for the year 
ending June 30, 1908, will be so far used 
by January 1 next that no new routes 
can be established after that date, un- 
less an additional appropriation Is made 
by the Congress that will be immedi- 
ately available. 

Five years of experiment in this serv- 
ice, added to several months’ experience 
under permanent organization con- 
trolied by the civil-service regulations 
governing other branches of the postal 
service, have demonstrated that all the 
claims heretofore advanced in advocacy 
of the extension of rural free delivery 
and its adoption as a permanent fea- 
ture of postal administration have been 
sustained. It was said that its devel- 
opment would incréase postal receipts. 
Every route established, with one or 
two exceptions, (and these have been 
recently ordered discontinued.) has 
shown a arked and continuous in- 
créase of mail matter delivered and col- 
lected, attributable solely to the factl!- 
tles afforded. In this connection it will 
a be interesting to note that rural 
free-delivery carriers received appii- 
cations during the past year for 625,- 
946 money orders. 

It was claimed that rural delivery 
would increase the value of farm lands. 
Officia! reports indicate that in com- 
munities served by rural free delivery, 
isolated farms have been enhanced in 
value because of that service at an 
average rate of at least 5 per cent. in 
the older-eettied States, and in the 
more remote States and Territories, 
where postal facilities have heretofore 
been few and far between, the increase 
of value has been much greater. It was 
asserted that to bring the farmers into 
close touch with the markets would 
enable them to obtain better prices for 
their products. Specific instances have 
been brought to the attention of the 
department where the prompt deliv- 
ery of live-stock quotations, indicating 
a temporary glut in the market, to 
farmers intending to ship to the stock- 
yards, by enn bling them to hold back 
their 1 till the marſtets re- 
sumed their normal conditions, has 
saved to individual cattie raisers more 
than the total cost of one year's rural 
delivery over the routes on which they 
lived. On the other hand, in many in- 
stances, information of an advance in 
the prices of particular farm products 
has reached the grower, by means of 
rural free delivery, in time to enable 

m to make a much more profitable 
bargain with his commission merchant 
than he could otherwise have done. 

Lastly, the claim was made that all 
these material advantages would be 


equaled if not surpassed by the sociaP 


and educational benefits conferred in 
relieving the monotony of rural life, 
by bringing city and country into close 
connection, and giving the farmer an 
opportunity of 2 abreast with the 
rest of the world, through the daily 
receipt of his newspapers and corre- 
spondence, as had hitherto been en- 
joyed exclusively by the city man. How 
thoroughly these features of the serv- 
les have fustified the claims made in 
N to all who are 
ar the operation of the 
free-delivery system. _ 


GENERAL EFFECTS. 


In respect to the net cost of the 
service, which it was at one time 
thought would be greater than the 


postal revenues could bear, the facts 
are that while the appropriations for 
ite development have increased from 
$40,000 in 1897 to $50,000 in 1898. $150,000 
in 1899, $450,000 in 1900, $1,750,000 in 
1901, and $3,993,740 in 1902, the annua!? 
excess of expenditures over revenue in 
the Postoffice Department for these re. 
spective years. as elsewhere shown, has 
been practically in inverse ratio to the 
expenditure for rural free delivery. The 
effect of the exicnsion of the service 
is twofold. 

First—It causes increase in the postal 
receipts of the offices from which 11 
starts. 

Second—It is responsible, in part, 
at least, for the increase in the re- 
ceipts of city free-delivery offices with 
which it is brought into close com- 
munication. 

Nor are these results sporadic. The 
Increment is steady and continuous. 
So, also, is the diminution of other 
portal expenditures. which are taken 
up by the rural service. Figures which 
only in part represent the result ob- 
tained in this direction indicate that 
2149 postmasters of the fourth class, 
who returned no revenue to the gov- 
ernment, but, by provision of law, re- 
tained their gross receipts as compen- 
sation for their services, were dropped 
from the service between November 1. 
1901, and October 31. 1902 The total 
revenues of these offices during the fis. 
cal year ending 1901, amounted to $142.- 
669. During the same period 1668 star- 
route contracts. which supplied the of- 
fices thus discontinued, have been ab- 
rogated. The aggregate annua! outlay 
13 in these star routes was 


In the process of gradually extending 


rural service over whole counties, 
which has been fer some time in 
progress, every eno!) esto fee, except 
a few retained as postal stations, and 
all star routes, except those necessary 
to make connection between the dis- 
tributing offices. are ellminated.

FREE DELIVERY*IN SMALL 
TOWNS 


With the extension of rural free de- 
livery thus actively progressing com- 
plaints arise in other communities. Cit- 
les of 10,000 population, or $10,000 gross 
pcestal receipts, receive a free-delivery 
service at least twice a day, in many 
cases oftener. Residents of remote ru- 
ral districts to which the rural serv- 
ice has been extended have a free de- 
livery of mail brought within reach of 
them once a day. Residents of towns 
of less than 10,000. population, or §10,- 
000 gross postal recgipts, have no free 
delivery at all. There is a popular de- 
mand, which is based on equity and 
reason, that the space which now in- 
tervenes between city and rural serv- 
ice should be diminished by extending 
free delivery to towns of not fewer 
than 5000 population, or not less than 
$5000 gross postal receipts. 

MONEY-ORDER BUSINESS. 

The money-order business has 
largely increased during the fiscal year, 
both in the number of orders issued 
and the amount of money involved. 
The number of domestic money orders 
issued was 40,474,327, amounting to 
$213,551,279. The number of interna- 
tional money orders issued during the 
year was 1,311,111, amounting to $22,- 
974,473. The number of international 
orders paid during the year was 20/,- 
679, amounting to $5,821,729. It will be 
interesting to note in this connection 
that the amount of the foreign orders 
lssued was nearly four times as great 
as the amount paid. This business of 
the department is a source of consid- 
erable income, and it is therefore be- 
Heved that the time has come to make 
a slight reduction in the charge made 
for the issue of a money order for the 
maximum sum, $100. The fee at pres- 
ent for an order for $160 is 20 cents, 
and it is recommended that legislation 

passed authorizing the department 
to reduce this fee to 25 cents. 
POSTAL CHECKS. 

Millions of our people live more or 
less remote from any postoffice, and a 
very large proportion of them are not 
abie to buy money orders or bank 
drafts without great inconvenience. It 
is not unreasonable to expect from the 
government that it will provide an 
eaty, convenient, and safe method to 
transmit smal! sums, say, $2 or leas in 
amount, without putting the sender to 
the inconvenience and expense which 
now obtains in the purchase of a draft 
Or postoffice money order. 

The Postmaster General urges upon 
Congress the importance of passing 
some law, so that our people may have 
the advantage of it as early a date 
as possible. Hundreds of thousands of 
letters carrying small amounts in s- 
ver or postage stamps are transmitted 
every year tarough the malle. These 
letters are a constant temptation to 
those handling them, as it is easy to 
identify letters inclosing currency. 
With the extension of the rural free- 
delivery service to the remote parts of 
the country, the use of the proposed 
postal checks would go far to provide 
the relief so urgently demanded, as it 
would conveniently serve those 
tions of the country not heretofore 
covered by or adjacent to money-order 
offices er the banks of the country. 

MAIL, TRANSPORTATION. 
At the close of ihe last fiscal year, 
the total number of domesth routes of 
all classes was 34,711; their length 507.- 
549 miles; and the annual travel 474,- 
234,687 miles. Compared with the pre- 
ceding year this is a decrease in 
length of routes of 4267 miles, but an 
increase in annual travel of 8,088,628 
miles. The expenditure for such serv- 
‘ce for the year was $59,281,877.53, an 
increase of $2,471,635.47. 
STAR ROUTES. 

There were 21,767 star routes, the 
length of which was 259,539 miles, the 
annual travel 130,087,224 miles, and the 
cost $5,646.773.59. The contracts for all 
the star routes in the fourth contract 
section, embracing all the States and 
Territories (three excepted) west of the 
Mississippi River, expired June 30, 1902, 
and new contracts were made for a!! 
the star service in those States and 
Territories for the term of four 
years beginning July 1, last. These 
new contracts covered 6037 routes, ag- 
gregating 110,563 miles in length and 
48,636.346 miles of annua! travel, the 
latter being an increase of 2,007,838 
miles, or 4.30 per cent. over the annual 
travel under the old contracts. The 
average rate per mile traveled under 
the old contracts was 4.83 cents: under 
the new contracts it was 6.58 cents. 
At the average rate paid under the new 
contracts—6.58 cents per mile traveled 
—~a contractor traveling twenty-two 
mites each week day would receive a 
fraction over $1.44 per day, or $4.53.10 
per annum. These contracte were let 
only to those persons who agreed to 
reside on or contiguous to their routes 
and to give their personal supervision 
to the performance of the service, and 
nearly all of the contracts provide for 
delivering mail into bexes along the 
routes wherever the people desire such 
service. The star service discontinued 
during the year ended June 230, 1902, 
by reason of the establishment cf 
rural free-delivery service, amounted to 
$265.013.98. 


The operations of other branches of 
the service are shown, and the sub- 
ject of the classification of mail matter 
and revenues therefrom, is discussed 
It te estimated that the total wetght 
of all mal! matter. exclusive of gov- 
ernment free, mailed during t year 
war 745,742,872 pounds. The &@ctua!l 
postage revenue derived from this 
source during the year was $116,728,644. 
The first class, exclusive of free mat- 
ter, weighed 101,103,928 pounds, or 


about 14 per cent. of the total weight, | 


yet produced 78 per cent., or 390,959. 
761.72 of the total revenue from all the 
classes. Second-class matter—that 
mailed by publishers and news agents 
at the pound rate and that 
mailed by publishers free within the 
counties of publication—weighed 488,- 
246.903 pounds. or about 65 per cent. of 
the total weicht of ill cinsses, yet pro- 
duced less than 4 per vent, or $4,541,- 
523.69 of the total postage revenue. 
Transient second-class matter (that 
mailed by the public,) third and fourth- 
clases matter. and matter other than 
firet-claes addressed to forelan coun- 
tries combined, weighed 153,675.51! 
pounds, or 21 per cent. of the total 
weight of the mails. and yielded about 
18 per cent, or 320,957. 110.4 of the total 
revenue. 
ABUSE OF SECOND-CLASBS. 

This whole subject ts discussed at 
length in the report of the third as- 
sistant postmiuster-gencral. It wems to 
have been but little appreciated that a 
publisher's mailing privilege under the 
aw its in effect a subsidy. On Octo- 
ber 1. 1991. ‘The privilege of sending 
unsold copies from one news agent 
to another was withdrawn. So far as 
known there has been no effort to 
evade the new ruling. Another sub- 
stantia: accomplishment is that peri- 
Odical publications which have the 
characteristics of books have been re- 
jected from the second class and are 
now classified as third-class mail mat- 
ter. Some progress has been made in 
rejecting alleged newspapers and peri- 
odicals which are not bena fide, but 
which are mere advertising sheets or 
circulars. The sumple-copy abuse 
has also been cerrected by limiting 
the number which may be sent with 
each iseue eo that it will be not in 


excess of the number of legitimate sub- 
acribers. There remains, however, 
much to be accomplished. 

PROPOSED NEW RATE. 

There can be no doubt that it is sound 
public policy to continue the present 
cheap rates of postage on second-class 
matter for the benefit of all bona fide 
daily and weekly newspapers devoted 
to the dissemination of news to the 
public. They assuredly come within 
the purpose of the law covering the 
1 cent per pound rate, and this alone 
is the matter which should be mailed 
at such rate. The taking away of the 
subsidy to magazines and other periodi- 
eals, to which refevence is made, and 
compelling them to pay the govern- 
ment a rate which will save it from 
actual loss, would so increase the reve- 
nues as to in a very great degree pay 
for the introduction of the rural free- 
delivery service. 

LEGISLATION. 

The following recommendations for 
legislation, some of which have hereto- 
fore been made, are submitted for the 
consideration of Copgress: 

That the extension of free delivery 
to towns of not less than 5000 popula- 
tion, or $5000 gross annual postal re- 
ceipts, be authorized.

LIVE STOCK QUARANTINE. 


Foot-and-mouth Disease Exists to 

Alarming Extent in New Engiand— 

Secretary Wilson Issues an Order.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson today tesued a 
sweeping order, directed to the man- 
agers and agents of i “railroads and 
transportation companies of the United 
States, steckmen and others, notifying 
them of the estdbiishment of a quaran- 
ttre on cattle, sheep and other rumi- 
nants and swine in the New England 
States and prohibiting ethe exportation 
of such antmais from the port of Boston 
until further orders. 

Recent investigation into the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture disclosed the fact 
that what is known as foot-and-mouth 
disease exists to an alarming extent in 
Connecticut. Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts and Vermont. The expert of the 
department, Dr. Mohler; Dr. Leonard 
Pearson of the University of Pennsy!- 
vania, and Dr. James Law of Cornell 
investigated the infected districts and 
united in a recommendation that. ip 
order to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. a quarantine should immediately 
be established. 

Secretary Wilson sald that this is the 
most serious matter the department 
has had to handle for some time, but 
that all the resources of the depart- 
would be employed in stamping out the 
disease. He declared that if it should 
pass west of the Hudson River it would 
be nothing short of a_national calamity.

DETROIT (Mich.) Nov. 27.~In a fu- 
rious gale on Lake Erie, Sunday night, 
the steamer Sylvanus J. Macy sprang 
a leak off Point Burrell, Ont., and 
plunged to the bottom, probably car- 
rying her entire crew with her. The 
barge Mabel Wilson, which was being 
towed by the Macy, broke away from 
the steamer in the darkness and suc- 
ceeded in sailing up the lake to Am- 
herstburg, where she arrived this aft- 
ernoon. 


The first news of the disaster was 


reported by the steamer Albright, | 


which passed up the river early this 
morning. She reported having passed 
through five miles of wreckage yes- 
terday, thirty miles southwest of Long 
Point, parts of the cabin, life preserv- 
ers and doors of some vessel. The 
cabin was painted white, 
were no distinguishing marks to tell 


what vessel it was from. The arrival! 
of the Wilson, however, leaves no 
doubt that the wreckage is from the 
Macy, as the last seen of that steamer 
was in the near vicinity. 

The Macy. with the Wilson in tow, 
left Buffalo last Saturday with a cargo 
of coal. When half way up Lake Erie 
the gale was encountered, and when 
abreast of Point Burrell the towline 
of the barge was thrown off by the 
crew of the Macy, leaving the schooner 
to shift for herself. When last seen 
by the crew of the Wilson, the Macy 
was laboring heavily in the sea and 
was evidently making for shelter. If 
the crew had time to leave their ship 
before the plunge to the bottom, it a 
not believed that the small boats could 
have lived long in the terrible sea run- 
ning. That nothing has been 
of them has convinced the owners that 
all are lost. 

The Macy was owned by P. J. Ralph 
4 Co., of Detroit, and was insured for 
$16,000. She is one of the older type 
of wooden steamers. She registered 
552 tons. She was built in 1881. The

R. POWERS’S RECORD. 


P. W. Powers, Republican candi- 
date for Mavor of Los Angeles, has an- 
nounced his personal platform. It is 
a good platform. Mr. Powers has 
taken a broad and manly stand in 
favor of the rights of all citizens. He 
is not the candidate for any faction 
nor of any particular class of citizens. 
He stands pledged to no special ia- 
terest, but frankly announces that 17 
elected Mayor he will serve, to th: 
best of his ability, the interests o; 
the whole people, without reference 
to politics, social standing, business 
occupation. or other artificial consid- 
eration. This is the right position for 
a candidate to occupy, and The Times 
again congratulates Mr. Powers upon 
the independent and manly etand he 
has taken. He has announced a po- 
sition on the labor question as broad 
as the field of labor itself, not narrow, 
proscriptive and unjust. The result 
of next Monday's election will doubt- 
less demonstrate the wisdom of his 
several public positions. 

Mr. Powers has no cause to apolo- 
gize because of his public record. In 
his capacity as Councilman and as 
president of the Council he has served 
the public acceptably. He has been 
on the right side of most of the im- 
portant questions that have arisen 
during his term of office. It was dne 
principally to Mr. Powers's initiative

OR LARGER WATER MAINS. 

One of the excellent provisions of 
proposed Charter Amendment No. 2 18 
that relating to the size of water 
mains hereafter to be laid in the 
treets of the city. This provision 
‘section 193) requires that all water 
mains hereafter Jaid in said city by 
any private person, company or cor 
poration shall be of such material anc 
of such capacity as shall be prescribec 
by ordinance; provided that no such 
main shal! hereafter be laid in said 
city of less dimensions than four 
inches in diameter.” 

This is a provision which should 
long ago have been embodied in the 
city’s organic law. If this rule had 
been in force from the beginning, the 
present system of water distribution 
would be far more efficient than it 
is, and far more valuable. The water 
company, while it had possession of 
the water plant, was wrongly per- 
mitted to lay in the streets such pipes 
as it saw fit, with the result that 
in many streets small pipes of two 
inches, and even less, were laid. 
When an increased supply was de- 
manded, instead of taking up the smal! 
pipes and replacing them with mains 
of capacity adequate to the demands 
of the service, other small pipes were 
in many cases laid in the same street, 
thus only temporarily supplying the 


demand, and that very imper- 
fectly. All of these small end in- 
adequate service mains will have 


to be taken up and replaced with 
conduits of adequate capacity before 
the water-distributing system will be 
first-class and up-to-date. 

Water users in all parts of the city 
are put to no end of trouble and in- 
convenience by reason of the insuffi- 
clent capacity of the water mains. 
The principal trouble is experienced 
in lawn-sprinkling. Where service 
pipes are connected with these small 
pipes, the pressure is reduced in 
proportion to the number of taps open 
at the same time; and inasmuch as 
the city ordinance requires that al! 
the lawn-sprinkling shall be done be- 
tween certain specified hours, the re- 
sult is that with everybody sprinkling 


| at once, the pressure in many eections 


is reduced almost to nothing. Under 
these conditions, the work of lawn- 
sprinkling is in many cases protracted 
and tedious beyond al! reason. This 
trouble largely done away 
with when all the mains in the city 
shall be of capacity sulted to the re- 
quirements of the consumers whom 
they are intended to serve. 

No water main of smaller capacity 
than four inches ought ever to be laid 
in a city street. If this proposed 
amendment receives public indorse- 
ment, no more mains below that size 
can be laid in Los Angeles. This

STREET CLEANING. 


BY FRANK DONALDSON. NA D. 
Formerly of Col. Waring’s special staf. 

A department for street cleaning on 
the lines laid ‘down in a former articie, 
has four great divisions, first, the 
sweepers, uncer the control of the gen- 
eral superintendent; second, the sta- 
bles and drivers, under the same of- 
ficial; third, collection and disposition, 
under the superintendent of final dis- 
position; fourth, the clerical force. 

The entire force should be under the 


civil service rules. I trust it may be 


here if the present amendment is Care 
ried. *

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Nov. 25.—The best 
rainstorm that Central Arizona has 
known for five years has just cleared 
away, after a precipitation in Phoentx 
approximating ko inches. From two 
to three inches fell all over Southern 
Arizona. To the north, from Congress 
to the Territorial line, the snowfall was 
heavy, in some places around Flag 
staff, on the Mogollon plateau, aggre- 
gating four feet. Prescott had about 
twenty inches, and Jerome about 
thirty. Reckoned as rainfall, a precip- 
itation of about seven inches has been 
noted for the season at Flagstaff, giv- 
img assurance at the headwaters of 
the main irrigating streams of the 
Territory of an abundant spring flow. 
Por the first time in months the city 
water system at Williams was put in 
operation. All over Southern Arizona 
the rainfall was accompanied with high 
winds, save in the vicinity of Phoe- 
nix. Sait River for while was out 
of ford, but cold weather at the head-~ 
waters has reduced the flow to nor- 
mal, although the canals are all run- 
ning bank full and the farmers are 
jubilant. 


ARIZONA BREVITIES, 

Salt River Valley oranges have been 
on the Phoenix market the past week. 
The crop is a very light one, owing 
to the drought of the past summer, 
but the quality of the product, mainly 
Washington navels, is excellent. Very 
few shipments have been made, though 
a carload will be sent to New York 
within a couple of days.

| Prima donna a year ago. The origin of 


this report is not yet known, but it 
must have emanated from an enemy 
either of Calvé or of Edna Darch, for 
there is not the slightest truth in it. 
Instead of contemplating any action 
against Calvé, Mrs. Darch considered 
that one of her greatest causes for 
thankagivi yesterday was the fact 
that th the generosity of the 
great singer, the future of her daugh- 


ter been assured. She was told 
what was reported yesterday at her 
No. 228 East Twenty-eighth 


street. The news rendered her almost 
incapable of speech for a moment, and 
then almost in tears she said: 

“Who could be so unkind as to start 
such a report that? Oh, I hope it 
will not come to the eafs of Mme. 
Calvé. Just now When everything is so 
bright, when the future seems to have 
so much in store for my daughter, 
when we are so happy here together 
and Edna is so rapidly recovering her 
health, it is a shame that any person 
should seek to cast a shadow upon 
our happiness! I do not know that it 
is wise to pay any attention to this 
matter, but if it must be denied, please 
make the denial as strong as it can 
be made and say that such an idea 
never entered my head.” 

Then Mrs. Darch proceeded to tell 
what Calvé has done and is doing for 
Edna. The mother is proud of her 
fifteen-year-old daughter, and justly 
80. As she related what was hoped for 
her, what seems to be in prospect for 
her, what the great prima donna had 
made possible for her, it was easy to 
see that her heart was in the subject 
and that she was filled with gratitude 
for Calvé because of the interest taken 
in her child. At first she wanted to 
know who had originated any such re- 
port, and, that information not being 
available, she expressed herself in no 
gentie terms about any person who 
“could be so cruel,” as she expressed it. 

By a singular coincidence, this rumor 
was sprung just a year to a day from 
the time that Calvé rst heard her 
little protégé. It was Thanksgiving 
Day of last year that Mrs. Darch and 
her daughter, Edna, and the friend who 
brought about the meeting dined with 
Calvé at Hotel Green, Pasadena. How 
Calvé was charmed with Edua's voice, 
how she offered to take her and have 
her educated, how Edna went to New 
York, and why she had to return later 
because of failing health, are matters 
well known to those inzerested in 
music, and to the public generally. 
Since her return, Edna has been pur- 
suing her studies constantly. Calvé 
has been providing the means for her 
musical education. She has sent her 
$300 every three months, and has in- 
sisted that she take her training under 
the best instructors in this city. 

Calvé has written her protégé fre- 
quently, encouraging her to greater 
effort, but such spurring is not neces- 
sary, for Edna Darch has entered into 
her work with a zeal that is surprising 
In one of her years. This work she 
will continue for two years, and then 
she will go to Paris to receive such 
further instruction as Calvé may de- 
cide to have given to her. 

Mrs. Darch one bit of in- 
teresting information during her con- 
versation. She stated that Calvé is 
about to be married, and that it is 
probable that she will never again ap- 
pear before an American audience, and 
that she may soon retire permanently 
from the operatic stage. 

Edna Darch has progressed so satis- 
factorily with her studies that she 
has become the author of several com- 
positions, most of them instrumental. 
Recently she sent her first song to New

TARIFF REVISION. 

— 
He Realizes That Fresent Schedules 
Must Not Be Hastily Nor Carelessly 


Changed—Political Danger Involved in 
Present Revision. 


(BPECIAL. CONRESPTONDENCE OF THE 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Men who know 
ray that when the country comes to read the 


ennual message of President Roosevelt to Con- 


gress on the first Monday in December, they 
will Gad lear tariff revision tn it than they 
now find in the predictions concerning it. 
President Roosevelt has gone into the terif 
revision matter personally, and has studied the 
question with great care. Fearless as he is in 
matters of public Importance, he dreads tak- 
ing hold of this question which, when taken 
hold of heretofore in the history of the coun- 
try. hee meant busin convulsion through 
the upeecttiing er values. and the neceseary 
readjustment of nearly all inde of business 
to a different standard of value and compe 


tition. 

The President, I'ke most of the leaders of 
his party, fully realizes that the tariff? must 
sometime be revised. He does not hold the 
pre nt schedules, drafted by mortal hands 
now gone to dust—the hands of the late Neison 
Dingley of Meine—-as sacred or as being an- 
where near the best that American stateeman- 
ship can do for the good of the country. but 
Eke al leane Americans, the President does 
realize that the present tar schedules are so 
good and have done so much for the country 
since they were made up and enacted into 
law im 1997 that they are not io „ hastily 
changed and not to be changed without fully 
weighing the consequences. That the Presi- 

mt has ever thought seriously of calling 
Congress together in a time of business pros- 
perity, and witheut a great eal of warning, 
e give the tariff an overhauling, is not bo- 
lievea by his political advisers. it ts doubted 
by them whether he will very strongly uray 
any tariff tinkerine possibly until after the 
next Presidential campaign, holding that that 
campaign will be all of the disturbance that 
the business world will need for the next two 
years. 

An astute political manager and wise legts- 
lator tells the Times correspondent that it is 
his belief that the tariff should be left alone 
until after the next Presidential election. if 
the Republicans carry that election, a special 
session of Congress would be in order immed!i- 
ately after the new administration comes in to 
revise the tariff! along lines that may be de- 
veloped in the next campaign and in the 
hueiness conditions that arise between now 
and then. Of course if the Republicans do 
hor carry the next election, the Democrats will 
revise the tariff, and they will revise it In @ 
way that will be apt to satisfy the most ardent 
revistonist that lives, even in Wisconsin. To 
put off tariff tinkering until that time would 
mean that the business men of the country 
could go ahead undisturbed until the Fre- 
dential campaign comes on, and everything 
would hinge on that.

NOTES AFIELD, 
Gathering Seed. 


N ACCOUNT was recently pub- 
lighed of an attack made by a 
bear upon a Mexican woman in 
the San Bernardino Mountains.

The soil is serried 
by the rains, and vegetation is very 
Slowly striving to cover and protect 
the remaining ground for future feed- 


ing.

Pruning the Mesquite. 
Scientific pruners of the lemon, and 
trustworthy pruners of the orange are 
in demand in Southern California. AI. 
most every neighborhood has one or 
more of these professional pruners, who 
find their services in constant demand 
at good compensation, making them fix- 
tures in the economics of fruit grow- 
ing. Upon the subject of pruning it 
may be of novel interest to learn that 
the stockmen of the arid portions of 
Mexico employ competent men to prune 
the mesquite trees, to make them 
produce “paying” crops of beans. The 
wood which is cut away is sold to the 
mining men, and the pruned mesqulte 
Allowed to stand as future stock-feed- 
ing grounds. 


White Oranges. 

Santa Ana is liable to become 
famous for oranges as Riverside, but 
in the way of color. A freak orange 
has been discovered upon the shores of 
the Mediterranean, and a scion sent to 
Santa Ana for propagation, to be 
grafted upon an ordinary stock. The 
new orange is white, and its propaga- 
tion may take all the poetry out of 
the “golden fruit” sung in rhyme so 
long of the “Apple of Hesperides.” 
“double-jointed, hunch-backed 
peanuts from Santa Ana,” voiced so 
vociferously by the “butchers” through 
the “Kite” trains of the Santa Fe, 
Orange county may add another dis- 
tinctive fruit to its list of choice com- 
modities. 

—— 

The Rose of Hell. 

I saw a specimen of this peculiar 
freak" at Monrovia this week which 
was as novel as it was unique and 
interesting. It is called the wood 
flower also, and it is a real wood 
flower with delicate carvings forming 
perfect petals delicately interlined. The 
name is suggestive and no doubt arises 
from the flower’s resemblance of Dan- 
tens conception of the vegetable prod- 
ucts of the infernal regions. The spec- 
imen Was an enlargement of a branch 
of some variety of hard-wood grown 
in Mexico, from whence the rose came. 
Adversely to this romantic production 
it is not a flower, but the effect of a 
fungus growth that fastens its cank- 
erous spores upon the new growth of 
its host, lives its time and disappears, 
leaving the delicate tracery of its for- 
mation impressed in the wood. Though 
of great interest as a curiosity there 
is no truth in the concelt that it is a 
real flower growing upon its own stem. 

—— — 

Analyzes 800 Samples. 
In his annual report (1902,) Prof. K. 
W. Hilgard says that after analyzing 
800 samples of California soils in near- 
ly all the solls examined, potash and 
Ume have been found in large and ade- 
quate amounts, and where any de- 
ficiency in plant food has been found, 
it has been with respect to either hu- 
mus or phosphoric acid.” This can be 
taken as valuable only in the soils ex- 
amined, but it indicates clearly where 
the deficiencies exist. Of all the ele- 
ments offered to the orchardist humus 
contains the most of available nitro- 
gen and the results of Prof. Hilgard’s 
work “emphasizes the value of adding 
fertility to the soil which derives its 
plant food from humus or animal mat- 
ter sources in which phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen are naturally combined.” 
The expert in fertilizers and soils 
should be called in to determine the 
deficiencies in the particular soils to 
be treated. 


A Large Yield. 

The Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county are congratulating themselves 
upon perhaps the biggest crop of or- 
anges per acre in Southern California. 
It is estimated that the county farm 
orchard has produced this season twen- 
ty-five carloads of merchantable fruit 
fine in quality and in good condition 
to hold. The foreman has just received 
and put in place improved grading ma. 
ehinery and began picking and pack- 
ing for the holiday trade last Tues- 
day. Last season's crop was heavy, 
also, netting the county about $200 over 
the expenses of fumigating and fertiliz- 
ing the trees—the latter having been 
done thoroughly, as the orchard altests 
this year. It will be to the credit of 
the county officials who established and 
maintained this fine grove should it 
finally made the farm And its inmates 
self-sustaining. together with the other 
crops that are produced upon the public 
grounds. 


Good Prospects. 

The orange season is opening With a 
fine prospect of a regular, fair demand 
for the fruit in the citrus-consuming 
centers. A rather complet tour of 
two or three of the chief orange-grow- 
ing districts of the south shows that 
the crop ts late, and that less fruit 
Will be fit for the early trade than that 
of any recent season. In quality the 
crop will compare favorably with the 
best of preceding crops. Never since 
oranges have become a cormrmercial 
commodity here have the growers ben 
favored with a more equable season 
from blossom to mature fruit. If these 
conditions produce long- keeping. per- 
fect fruit. the loks of the holiday trade 
will be compensated in the length—of 
the shipping season in 1903, placing Cal. 
ifornia in position to retain the early 
markets through northern shipments 
and follow them up with plenty of mer- 
chantable navel oranges far into the 
coming summer. There is porfeci a-- 
cord between the northern and south- 
ern citrus belts in marketing their 


fruit, and if the growers north of the |

Asparagus May Be Doomed. 

I hate reasoh to believe from ob- 
servation and reports that the dreaded 
asparagus rust has secu strong foot- 
holds in Los Angeles and Orange coun- 
ties, in spite of the heroic quarantine 
adopted by the State Bourd of Horti- 
culture and the active efforts to stamp 
it out made by the loca! officers. The 
disease has evidently been introduced 
in the seed, which may easily carry 
the spores for propagation. The super- 
intendent of the experiment station 
says the rust has already been dissem- 
inated over a large nuniber of aspara- 
gus patches, and similar reports come 
from the San Gabriel and Pomona val- 
county. In places 
known to be infected, the owners have 
followed the directions issued from 
Washington, San Francisco and Santa 
Ana. They have carefully removed and 
burned all the stemaotf the plants. The 
disease promises sad losses, for the 
early cutting of asparagus would cer- 
tainly have proved extremeiy profitable 


had the disease noty appeared. 


Just the Beginning. 


The total number of plants inspected 
and offered for transportation during 
the first twenty-six days of November 
in Los Angeles is a few dozen short of 
30.000. This shows a livening up very 
eariy in the season, and bids fair for a 
year of prosperity for the city uursery- 
men and fiorists. The early and rather 
copious rains have bad a tendency to 
boom the tree business, and pianters 
may find it very ditficult to procure 
stock when the season opens in earnest 
a few weeks hence. It is to the credit 
of the dealers and prppagators that of 
thin 20,000, only 102 were found in- 
fested with insect pests. This is al- 
ready bringing the trade back to Los 
Angeles again in increased propor- 
tions, and it will continue on the up 
grade as long as dealers continue to 
offer only clean stock. There are many 
new piaces from which scale and other 
pests could be excluded for a long time 
if the owners would accept stock guar- 


5 to be free from infection.

Orchardists Own Report. 

The Pasadena Orange Growers’ Asso- 
ciation has had an estimate made of 
the orange crops of its membership by 
C. C. Thompson. The summary shows 
a yield of about the same quantity of 
fruit grown last season. Mr. Thomp- 
son says some of the groves have no 
fruit. or but little, at most, and these 
are the orchards negiected in some fea- 
ture. From observations made in other 
portions of the orange beit I find the 
black scale responsible for much of the 
losses sustained in the bearing of 
sparse crops. In many cases cultiva- 
tion, fertilization and irrigation are at- 
tended to in these barren groves with 
reasonabie success, but the scale has 
taken possession of the trees so thor- 
oughly that fruiting is impossible. An 
the orchards in Mr. Thompson's dis- 
trict which have been kept clean will 
bring good returns to the growers. If 
there is one thing more thoroughiy 
demonstrated than others, it fs that 
disinfection of trees when they need it 
is as important as any other orchard 
requirement. 


* 
Irrigating Waters. — 
As the germs of typhoid fever are 


never found in a pioneer country, 
neither are the poisonous salts found 
in many of our native soils, barring 
the solls where natural percolation has 
been received for ages. Irrigation 
with all its advantages, carries with it 
the disadvantages of depositing ele- 
ments never carried by cloud precipi- 
tation. I have in mind over a thousand 
acres of orchard land in small holdings 
made hoary with irrigation salts in 
two seasons, defolicating the trees and 
making (them sick for a feeding ground 
of free soil. This is an extreme case, 
but the process is going on in almost 
every irrigated section, sadly, cumula- 
tive from supplies of water impregnated 
with a few dozen grains of salts to the 
Fallon continually applied. Usually 
the irrigating supplies received most 
Cirectly from the mountains contain 
the least quantity of damaging ele- 
ments, that depending, however, upon 
the purity of the soils through which 
the waters percolate for lower valley 
supplies. One great question that must 
be confronted is how to neutralize the 
effects of soluble salis and the ltt. 
portance of land plasters and mechanit- 
cal methods of reclamation will con- 
tinue to face the land owner menaced 
by these polsonous elements,

Deep Plowing. 

Perhaps nothing lu soil economics is 
being studied with more cure than the 
subject of deep plowing. In this the 
cultivator is aided by the present dis- 
cussion in bulletins, the agricultural 
press and farmers’ meetings. It is a 
mooted question as to whether loss of 
crops, in oranges for instance, always 
follows deep plowing. 1 have in mind 
a large grove in which the owner says 
he has lost heavily on two crops 
through extra deep cultivation, given 
the trees in heroic measure and 
throughout the entire area to be 
reached with a heavy two-horse plow. 
But the owner has the grit to continue 
the process, trusting to this adoption 
of a correct principle to preserve his 
trees from the exigencies of sun heat, 
irrigation and shallow cultivation. The 
orchard was not planted by the pres- 
ent owner, consequently he had no 
voice in the planting of the young trees 
from which his orchard has grown. In 
this latter idea perhaps a large share of 
the fault of surface rooting lies, and, 
taken with the gradual leeching or 
Washing away of the surface soil, pro- 
duces the fault of too little feeding soil | 
and too much root exposure of the 
piants. Orchards planted in deep, al- 
luvial soils should not suffer from hard 
pan and are not subject seriously to 
plowsole, yet in these soils we Und yel- 
low trees, im@pverished circulation. 
variations feeding qualities, mottled 
leaf and various other impediments to 
perfect assimilation, and these in or- 
chards often given full care in fertili- 
zation, irrigation and a certain style of 
cultivation. Just at this time there is 
some apprehension in many of our best 
citrus localities that the so-called die- 
back” may prove of lasting menace. 
To all those orchardists who give their 
citrus trees reasonable care and do not 
secure fair tree conditions the word 
should be given to go below the surface 
and see what is the matter with the 
lower feeding ground of the trees. 
Scratching the surface of the ground 
only is like rubbing a patient to cure

ous land schemes do not require pub- 
licity at the expense of the truth. I 
have stated in former notes that more 
money has been lost in experimenting 
with solls, locations, varieties and proc- 
esses in Southern California than has | 
been made in growing and selling | 
fruits. And yet millions of dollars | 
have been made in commercial vr- 
charding south of the Tehachepi in 
these great experimental grounds of 
the south. In looking over the geld 
of blasted hopes we see the force of 
the line, “Man never is, but always to 
be blest, and were it not for the phe- 
nomenal success wrought out by the 
real farmers of the south one would im- 
agine all the frauds of the country 
had found their opportunities in the 
few counties of the south. For ten 
years the promoters of one line of 
the fruit industry have been issuing 
bulletins. This line has not one ele- | 
ment of merit. Another is receiving | 
all the free publicity that can be ro- 
cured in the newspapers, fortunately | 
but little, as the fleld becomes worked 
more thoroughly by practical men, and 
understood by the press. The tendency | 
toward sensationalism in siatements 
concerning agricultural promises and 
achievements is marked, and it may 
develop the “yellow’ in agricultural 
journalism without the excuse of h- 
ing a long-feit want. 

A big horticultural scheme now be- 
ing exploited reminds me of a country 
“gernalist’” in Lllinots who attempted 
every week to publish the cross-road’s 
needs in metropolitan style? Deacon 
Jones was ill, and his progress toward 
the grave was bulletined in this form:

Apple Crop Near the Record. 

The largest apple crop on record was 
that of 1896, when the figures approx- 
imated 49,000,000 barrels. Advices re- 
ceived by Barnett Bros. from the ap- 
ple- producing sections of the United 
States show: the output from the or- 
chards this season to be near 43,100,000 
barrels, the second largest production 
since statistics have been kept. ‘ 

Apples from the Michigan and New 
York orchards, however, are affected 
with a fungus growth, and many from |

Trainloads of Prunes. 


Edward Richmond, manager for the 
J. K. Armsby Company, says: 

“This year's crop of prunes is one of 
the largest that we have ever known. 
While the prices for prunes are not 
high, they are nevertheless stable and 
this makes it all the better for the 
packer and grower. The size of the 
prune on the whole is a little smaller 
than usual, but the average brings it 
up to the standard. The demand for 
prunes ts on the Increase and I think 
that within a few years this valley_will 
not be able to supply the rapidly-in- 
creasing call for them. 

“Every day orchardists are bringing 
in their season's output and we are at 
a loss where to store it for packing. 
The dried-fruit houses in this vicinity 
have increased their capacity, but they 
have not been able to handle the pres- 
ent crop; at least this is done with the 
greatest difficulty. Many additions 
have been made to our building and 
many more are contemplated for the 
coming season. 1 understand that 
there have been improvements made in 
many other packing-houses throughout 
the velley, but they are in the same 
position as we are—not able to con- 
veniently handle the present crop. 


IRRIGATION AND FORESTRY. 
Trees Drink Like Horses. 


Irrigation on the capillary attraction 
principle is now being investigated by 
the State Board of Horticulture and 
the government experiment station at 
Fort Collins with a view to recom- 
mending it for adoption in this State. 
Fruit growers who have experimented 
with the scheme deciare it to be en- 
tirely feasible and much more effective 
than the old way of feeding moisiure 
to trees by way of the roots. 

Flage Carter of Park county, the 
first person to try the plan in this 
State, wrote Gov, Orman some tim: 
ago explaining the method of irrigat- 
ing a tree by capillary attraction. He 
takes a vessel, a pan or a bucket, or 
anything that can be tied to a tree 
limb and owill hold water. He fills it 
with water and then bends a twig 
about the circumference of an ordinary 
lead pencil into. the water. The liquid 
will be rupidly absorbed by the twig, 
ahd in turn the water will enter the 
limb and soon permeate every part of 
the tree. The 128 of keeping the 
vessels supplied with water is not a 
difficuit one, for the reason that a 
half-galion of water will do as much 
irrigating as many cubic inches un- 
der the present plan, the adherents of 
the scheme claim. 

“Capillary attraction is the future of 
orchard irrigation,” says the origi- 
nator of the proposition. “I took up 
the matter two years ago, but did not 
put fit to a fina] test until this epring. 
Then I had two trees*that needed at- 
tention badly, and I experimented with 
each. One young tree had been rubbed 
thoroughly by a horse and was wilted 
badly. I applied my method of water. | 
ing it, and within ene week it com- 
pletely revived. I next treated a sick 
apple tree, and now it is all right, 
thanks to capillary atiraction prin- 
ciple.”"—{Denver Post.

Survey of Forest Reserves. | 


An important work in the survey 
and investigation of the government 
forest reserves by the Uinted States 
Geological Survey is this season in 
progress under Nenry Gannett, geog- 
rapher. It consists in the extension of 
topographical surveys, including tri- 
angulation and spirit-leveling of the 
reserves, for the construction of maps 
and also in the botanic and economic 
examination of the forests to deter- 
mine the amount and variety of stand- 
ing timber, the damage done by forest 
fires, and other existing conditions of 
the reserves. 

Work this season has been directel 
particularly to the reserves in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Utah. 

In Arizona the examination which 
was commenced last year and carried 
over the northern section of the San 
Francisco Mountains Forest Reserve 
is being continued to cover {ts southern 
portion. A like examination is being 
carried on in the Black Mesa Reserve 
of Arizona. 

In New Mexico the Gila River Re- 
serve is being examined and surveyed, 
as is also the Uintah Reserve in Utah. 
In the last-named State investigations | 
are being extended to the area of the 
proposed forest reserve in the Wasatch 
and adjacent ranger, with speela! ref- 
erence to the needs of the agriculturist 
and the protection of the water sup- 
ply of the streams flowing from the 
region for the trrigation of lands in 
the vailey floors.

A Practical Fireplace. 


Alfred Gaskill, of the Bureau of 
Forestry, while traveling in Finland, 
found that the men who live in the 
woods durtne cold weather commonly 
warm themselves at a unique fireplace, 
whith has several advantages over the 
ordinary open camp fire that we use.

In the first place, the above potatoes 
were very probably planted and ieft 

thick. Had they been thinned to 
one stalk the yield in quantity and 
quailty would doubtless have been 
largely increased, 

he potetoes are supposed to have 
ween planted tf early spring. to ma- 
ture in midsummer, when our ciimate 
is too warm for them. Potatoes do 
best in a climate of about 80 deg, 
Tnerefore, if they be planted for this 
2th of June and 
properly watched, said temperature 
will be approximated in late summer 
and early fall to the greatest extent 
possible, and consequently fall pota- 
toes, as they are called, will far excel 
in quantity and quality those planted 
in early spring. 

Some years ago I planted a patch 
in drills three feet and eighteen inches, 
or thereabout, and about the 20th of 
June. By reason of excessive rains 
the potatoes did not come up well. I. 
however, had all thinned to one stalk. 
But the stalks that had more than the 
usual distance between them pro- 
duced far the best. From seven such 
single stalks I procured a half bushel 
of potatoes, some of them weighing 
one and a fourth pounds each. 

Thinning to one stalk, in connection 
with June planting and proper fertil- 
izing, will doubtless create a marked 
difference in the yield of our friend's 
potato patch. I suggest that from 525 
to 650 pounds of acid phosphate be 
mixed with 176 to 20 pounds of 
muriate of sulphate of potash and ap- 
piled r acre. A little experiment- 
ing will show whether or not 133 to 270 
pounds of nitrate of soda can be ad- 
vantageously added.—[Byron Tyson in 
Southern Cultivator. 


Government Work Near Needles. 


The possibilities of the great valley 
of the Colorado River becomine a val- 
unable agricultural section has been for 
years casually mentioned by the few 
people who have been compelled to 
travel through it, says the Needles Eve, 
but not until the preeent time has any 
great amount of interest been taken 
by our local citizens. The probability 
of an appropriation for government 
work to place the land under irrisa jon 
has brought the value of this acreage 
very forcibly to the minds of our peo- 
ple, and a number of them are looking 
the ground over for desirable locations, 
It is presumed that all can get desira- 
ble locations, as there are 50,000 acres 
of irrigable land above high-water 
mark betweon Mellen and Fort Mohave. 
Should even a small portion of this 
land be placed under irrigation and 
made productive, it would mean a vast 
increase in property values, and by 
the cheapening of agricultural products 
in the district would assist greatly in 
the maintenance of eur mining camps, 
as well as enhancing our population.— 
{Imperial Press. 


LIVE STOCK. 
The Merino Sheep. 


The two leading characteristics of 
sheep are wool and mutton. For ages 
past men have raised sheep for food 
and raiment. In prehistoric times, be- 
fore the art of spinning and webbing 
was known, the pelts were used for 
clothing instead of cloth. Some of the 
original wild breeds of oriental coun- 
tries were well adapted to this pur- 
pose; their wool being short, their pelts 
made vestments that were very warm 
and comfortable. The double purpose 
of food and raiment was always con- 
sidered by the ancients as applying 
to sheep. This is largely the case to- 
day. as most of the modern breeds of 
sheep lay claims to the dual purpose 
of Wool and mutton «qulities. The 
Cotswold, Shropshires and southdowns 
are all dual-purpose breeds. , 

The Merinos, however, are strictly 
a wool breed. The ancient Greeks had 
no cotton nor silk, and very little linen. 
and as sheep's wool was the principal 
material from which their cloths were 
made, they took pecullar care to culti- 
vate such breeds of sheep as produced 
very fine wool. In order to improve the 
fine quality of the wool, it is said, the 
sheep were covered with clothes In cold 
weather, as it was found by experience 
that exposure to cold made the woo’ 
coarser. This clothing of sheep from 
generation to generation resulted in a 
very delicate breed with exceedingly 
fine wool, Such breeds were those of 
the city of Tarentum, settled by the 
Greeks on the Tarentine Gulf. 

This product of Greek industry was 
transmitted by them to the Romans, 
whose great agricultural author, Co- 
lumella. states that his uncle in Spain 
crossed the fine Tarentine sheep with 
rams imported from Africa, obtaining 
a stronger breed thereby, combining 
the whiteness of the fleece of the sires 
with the finenese of the fleece of the 
damns. This result obtained, the race 
was perpetuated. This is the origin 
of the world-renowned Spanish Merino 
In the absence of other fine textures. 
these Spanish sheep attained great 
value, so great indeed, that about the 
beginning of the Christian era they 
were sold in Rome for $1000 in gold per 
head, 

When Italy was invaded by the Heru- 
lians about the year 476, these fine 
sheep were exterminated in that coun- 
try, and, but for the fact that th: 
Moors preserved the breed in the mer: 
inaccessible mountains of Spain, this 
finest of all the wool-bearing sheep 
would have been entirely lost to the 
world. We of today owe our gratitude 
to the combined civilization of the 
Grecks, Romans and Moors for our tn- 
heritance of this splendid cross breed 
of Greek and African sheep.—[Florida 
Agriculturist.

Thus, 
from present indications, it is clear 
that before the wheels of the big fac- 
tory stop turning, and before the sugar 
is all extracted from this year’s crop 
of beets, there will be acreage — 
signed up to insure a good seaso 
run in 1902. The factory has had a 
splendid run this season, turning out 
an exceptionally fine proms of sugar, 
at the rate of about 1 bags a day. 
As a result there willbe expended in 
this immedlated neighborhood about 
a half-million dollars (3500,000,) besides 
the expenditure for fuel, limerock and 
other supplies used in the manufacture 
of the raw material and in converting 
it into a standard finished product of 
the highest grade, in all, a sum reach- 
ing to nearly a million dollars distrib- 
uted in this locality, and all within 
ninety days’ time. When it is consid- 
ered that the above figures only apply 
to a single factory, the benefits to 
nation by a multiplication of them can 
be readily computed.—{Beet Sugar Ga- 
zette.

Collections of Chira Which Have Ben 
in the United States for Over a 
Century. 

{New York Post] Patriotism and 
keramics have been united by many of 
the clever women in this country, who 
now make a specialty of collecting 
china, porcelain and earthenware which 
has been in the United States for more 
than a hundred vears. The field is 
much larger and more difficult than ap- 
pears at sight. The very age shuts out 
thousands of specimens which are eag- 
erly sought for by ordinary collectors. 
The difficulty to the lover of the antique 
is great, because most of the owners of 
these precious wares refuse to part with 
them. There are several collections in 
New York which are of unusual size 
and interest. In one there has been a 
special effort toward the accumulating 
of Indian, Zunt, Maya, Aztec and Toltec 
wares.
